AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA 
IMPLEMENTING THE GOALS, OBJECTIVES, POLICIES, 

AND STANDARDS OF THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AS AMENDED, AND 
SECTION 1.3 OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CHARTER 
PROVIDING THAT COUNTY ORDINANCES WILL PREVAIL 
OVER CONFLICTING MUNICIPAL ORDINANCES IN 
MATTERS RELATING TO THE SETTING OF LEVELS OF 
SERVICE ON NON-MUNICIPAL COLLECTOR AND 
ARTERIAL ROADS AND RESTRICTING THE ISSUANCE OF 
DEVELOPMENT ORDERS WHICH ADD TRAFFIC TO THOSE 
ROADS WHICH ARE OVER CAPACITY, BY AMENDING 
ORDINANCE NOS. 90-6 AND 90-7, AS AMENDED, TO 
PROVIDE FOR A SINGLE COUNTYWIDE TRAFFIC 
PERFORMANCE STANDARDS ORDINANCE OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, WHICH WILL RESTRICT THE 
ISSUANCE OF DEVELOPMENT ORDERS IN 
MUNICIPALITIES AND THE UNINCORPORATED AREA 
BASED ON LEVELS OF SERVICE ON THE MAJOR 
THOROUGHFARE SYSTEM; PROVIDING EXCEPTIONS AND 
PROCEDURES FOR AMENDING THE LEVEL OF SERVICE; 
PROVIDING FOR PROVISIONS RELATED TO THE 
COUNTY'S ROAD BUILDING PROGRAM INCLUDING 
OVERSIGHT AND MONITORING OF THE COUNTY'S 
IMPLEMENTATION; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS 
IN CONFLICT, SEVERABILITY, INCLUSION IN CODE 
OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES, EFFECTIVE DATE, 
SUBSEQUENT REVIEW, AND READOPTION OF ORDINANCE 
90-6. 

WHEREAS, Chapter 125 (County Government) of Florida 
Statutes establishes the right and power of Counties to 
provide for the health, welfare, and safety of existing and 
future residents by enacting and enforcing land development 
regulations; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners, 

pursuant to Article VII, Section 1(g) of the Florida 

Constitution is authorized to enact ordinances not 

inconsistent with general law; and 

WHEREAS, Article I, Section 1.1 of the Palm Beach 

County Charter provides that Palm Beach County is a Home Rule 

County and has all powers of county self-government; and 

WHEREAS, F.S. §163.3171(2) provides: 

A county shall exercise authority under this act 
for the total unincorporated area under its 
jurisdiction or in such unincorporated areas as are 
not included in any governmental agreement with 
municipalities established under the provisions of 
subsection (1). In the case of chartered counties, 
the county may exercise such authority oyer 
municipalities or districts within its boundaries 
as is provided for in its charter;

SECTION VII - ARTICLE I PLANNING ACTIVITIES. 

The Board of County Commissioners recognizes that 
traffic circulation planning in Palm Beach County must 
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continue. The Plan requires that certain planning activities 
must take place which are necessary to achieve consistency 
between the traffic circulation, capital improvement, and land 
use elements. The outcome of these planning activities will 
involve amendments to the Plan and this Ordinance. To ensure 
that these matters are timely addressed consistent with the 
requirements of Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, the 
Board of County Commissioners shall approve a work Program to 
guide and schedule the activities. This work program shall 
be approved as part of the Comprehensive Planning process.
